State?, is well portray <1 in the e reports.

1. That wages in the United States are

of 
Belgium, 
Denmark, 
France, and England, thr e times those 
of Germany, Italy, a n i Spain, and four 
times th o x of the Netherlands.

I was at a swim m ing bath where some 
twenty boys, all under 12 years of age, 
were swim m ing or learning to swim. There 
was no comparison between these lads in 
the matter of physical outline. 
One, a 
short lad, had a narrow and pointed chest, 
a fragile form, and almost transparent skin, 
a chilly surface of body and a blue lip; 
another, a tall, broad-shouldered, broad- 
chested youth, had a full and ruddy com­ 
plexion, a warm surface, and a firm mus­ 
cular build 
The others varied between 
these two standards. 
Such were the phys 
teal conditions of the swimmers, and so 
constructed physically they commenced 
their recreation. 
Swim m ing is a healthy 
recreation, when properly carried out, as 
well as useful and nece^'ary. 
But here 
was the m ischief from it iu the case of the 
boys in question; there was no discrimina­ 
tion in the amount of the recreation. 
The boy with the pigeon chest and blue 
lip had quite as much of it as was safe for 
film at the end ot the five minutes; but, to 
keep him up to the tam e standard as the 
swimmer with the broad c lr it, who, had 
such buoyant lungs that he could hardly 
sink even if he tried, the boy was encour­ 
aged and almost driven to go on and keep 
on, until he had pas^ed through the same 
ordeal as bis more favored comrade. 
The 
result was that the weak boy came out of 
the water blue all over, an hour later was 
ai blue as a bribery in the lips and cheeks, 
and was cold, shivering, feeble and sleepy. 
I could see thole boys as plainly as if I had 
followed them going back to school and at 
the afternoon work. 
I could be as sure as 
could be of any physiological la d that it 
would require six hours, under the most 
tavorable circumstanc s in relation to food, 
rest and warmth, to fully revitalize that 
feeble boy up to his own imperfect stand­ 
ard, while no number of hours would ever 
bring his vitality up to the standard of his 
toriuuate fellow student.

His animal 
warmth had been robbed unduly, and he 
was therefore unhappy.

An Unpublished R ecollection of the 
Great President—Ulo Own H amble 
Opinion of H im self. 
From the Note Book of Reminiscences of Judge 
A. G. VV. Carter. 
The Republicans of Cincinnati in the 
year 1850 invited plain Abraham Lincoln, 
ot Illinois, to mis city to make a political 
speech in re ply to one that had been made 
Here a short time before, by Stephen A. 
Douglas. This was some time atter the 
famous campaigns of Lincoln and Douglas 
in the State ot illinois, and bv which both 
acquired and maintained so great a nation­ 
al reputation, which Lincoln never had 
Defore, but the reputation of Douglas had 
iong since become national trom his career 
in the United Slates senate. 
Douglas had 
oeen here, and made a very great Demo- 
•ratio speech, aud the Republicans thought 
t quite necessary that the great effect ot it 
mould be modified aud ameliorated bv a 
speech from bis own home rival, Mr. Lin­ 
coln. So Lincoln was invited, and he came, 
Arriving on the early evening of Septem­ 
ber 17,1859, aud he was daly escorted to 
ais well prepared quarters at the Burnet 
louse by a Republican committee. 
At 
halt past 7 o'clock a long procession, head­ 
ed by Menter’s iamous crass baud, reached 
tie Burnet house, and there taking Mr. 
Lincoln along with them, marched to the 
f'iiih Street Market space, aud there, from 
ne balcony of Mr. Kinsey’s house, above 
ais store, Mr. Lincoln made one of the 
cest political speeches of his life to ,the 
oimense concourse of his fellow citizens 
assembled to hear him for the first time. 
I was living at the Barnet house at the 
line, and Governor Tuomas Corwin had 
>eeu living there for several months, and 
iv proposed to me to accompany him up 
} mc meeting lo hear enough of Lincoln’s 
peech to-get the tenor and run of it, so 
oat we might be enabled to talk about it 
vith the orator alter it was all over, for 
lr. Corwin had arranged for Mr. Lincoln 
j spend a good portion of the night with 
.im in his own room at the Burnet house, 
.ud had personally invited me to be one of 
ne company. 
I went with Mr. Corwin, 
and standing on the market space with the 
cst oi the multitude, we listened with 
reat Interest to Mr. Lincoln from the 
*eginning to the end oi his eloquent and 
uorougbly politically practical speech, for 
ve could not get away trom his eloquence, 
m e night was calm ard beauuiui, the 
(.imospnere balmy and delightful, and the 
jlear, loud, penetrating tones of old Abe’s 
voice (tor he was called “Old Abe” even 
uen) reached to all points of the extended 
narket space, aud auy one there coaid 
iaiuly and distinctly hear everything he 
said. 
I full remember the modest and 
mumble beginning ut his great speech: 
“Fellow citizens,” said he, in a very sin* 
ere manner and plain tone cl voice, “this 
.a the first time I have undertook to speak 
0 the people inhabiting so large a city, 
md I am not in the habit ot making 
peeches in so big a city, and therelore I 
* >p I will be excused for any errors or 
• uuuers mat I may make before so large 
1 meeting.” 
inis was truly a bumble beginning, and 
•.iv very simplicity and homespun manner 
uvi melbod of his exordium commanded 
i once the attention of the people, and 
or iud two bo irs that vast concourse lls— 
en: d to him without interruption, save by 
aeir own applause. Atter he was through, 
dr. Corwin, being seeo in the crowd, was 
ailed for. but he did not make a speech 
u account of the lateness of the hour. He 
.roperly excused himself. Mr. Corwin aud 
i wended our way back to the Burnet 
ioU'se, and waited the arrival of Mr. Lit.- 
oln in the cilice, and after hie friends and 
dmirers lott aim aud the Burnet House, 
ic approached bim, aud, by his invitation, 
ccompanied him to his private room, 
no. 15,ou the first Hour, adj tiuiog the 
arge hail of the office,and Lo o k seals with 
•nu. It was now about l l o’clockal night, 
’Ut Mr. Lincoln snowed no signs of fatigue; 
u the contrary he was lively aud cheer­ 
ed, and lull of talk and fuu. 
He ordered 
uree whisky punches tor his guests and 
iimselt, aud we soon began on them ; and 
uen came a hood ot dramatic anecdotes 
rom Corwin, some stones from me, and a 
eluge of dry anecdotes (if this is no: a 
•ara loxJ from old Abe. 
He sat In his 
:hair, with his feet and long legs upon and 
jvei the centre table, and fie began to tell 
its dry stories in hts dry way, and kept 
Hr. Corwin and myself tor several hours 
a 
entertainment 
and 
hilarity. 
I 
lad heard of Mr. Lincoln as a story-teller, 
m l I never heard that he was such a 
rious, sincere, earnest, funny one as he 
ow d himself that night. He beat Cor- 
vin all hollow, and Mr. Corwin remarked 
0 mc that he Would yield the palm of 
'«ory-telling to Mr. Lincoln. But our 
interview was not all story telling. There 
«as a good deal of serious political talk and 
mdosophical reflection, aud some personal 
alk, and of ibis last I desire to takepartic* 
oar 
notice, as manifesting in a large 
Jvgree the thorough simplicity, humility 
md modesty of character of Aoraham 
Lincoln. 
“ Well, Mr. Lincoln,” said Mr. Cor­ 
win, “the people begin seriously to talk 
about you as a candidate for tne presi- 
lency.” 
Lincoln—“Oh, that is all talk of some 
euthusiLstic fneuds of mine in Illinois, 
( here is nothing in it, Mr. Corwin, there is 
nothing in it.” 
Mr. Corwin—“Oh ! but there is ! The 
alk is not conhned to the state of Illi- 
jois, but it Is all over the country. You 
nave enthusiastic friends all over the coun 
try who are talking of yon for the presi­ 
dency.” 
Lincoln—“Oh, the talk is not serious at 
all ; it is just aa enthusiastic impulse, and I 
don’t mind it.” 
Corwin—“But it is serious, and as the 
convention of me Republicans will assent- 
tie early next year, It is tne purpose to 
place your name before the convection for 
me presidency, and they will perhaps 
nominate you.” 
Lincoln—1“W hat! nominate me, when 
here are such great men as Seward and 
Chase in the field ?” 
C orw in—“Tnere is the very point; the 
mends of Chase and Seward are already 
up in arms a*.aio£teach other, and who so 
ai to come in and reconcile all the interests 
and antagonisms of tee contending friends 
of these candidates ?” 
Lincoln—“So you really think there is a 
chance tor me ! 
Well, Mr. Corwin, I don’t 
mink there is anything in it, and the fact 
is, I don’t encourage the idea, and shall 
not encourage the idea, for I have no am- 
oiiion to be president. That never entered 
my head. Indeed, Mr. Corwin, I do not 
mink I am fit to be president of these 
Culled Slates. I haye not the requisite 
ability. I am not competent to fill the 
presidency. I cannot compare in anything 
wan Chase and Seward. .Now, I’ll tell 
you what—I am willing to run for vice 
president, it the convention will nominate 
me for that, and the Republican party is 
willing. I think that witn a little study of 
Cubhiug’s or Jefferson’s manual I might 
acquire enough knowledge to sit in the 
chair of the vice president and preside 
over the deliberations ot the senate. You 
know it does not require a great genius to 
do that, aud this I mink I could be capa­ 
ble of with a little extra study.” 
Corwin—“But the people do not think 
so. They will want you for president.” 
Llncolu—“I don’t think the people will 
be so foolish as that, Mr. Corwin, for I 
Enow m at I am not fit to be president, and 
1 know that the people know that, < too. 
But 
I 
would 
really 
thank 
inem and be very grateful to them if they 
would take it into their heads to make me 
their vice president, the duties of which I 
believe I could inform myself of, to attend 


to. But I do not think at all of being 4 
president of this great country—no, not at 
all. 
And so the conversation in this strain 
went on till two o’clock in the morning, 
but Lincoln stuck to it to the last that he 
was not fit to be president. 
Mr. Corwin and myself bid good-by to 
Mr. Lincoln in the wee hours of morn, that 
he might go to bed and take his proper 
sleep. As we come out of the room into 
the 8iillopen office, Mr. Corwin remarked to 
me sort o’ confidentially, “A great man,that 
Abraham Lincoln, J udge Carter; so great 
indeed, that he does not know anything 
about it himself. He will do fo ra presi­ 
dent; he will make a first rate one, and I 
think the Republican 
convention will 
nominate him fresh from the people, and 
the Republican people will elect him.” 
Tms was saying a good deal for Mr. 
Corwin, who was frequently talked of for 
president himself, and if he had followed 
his young career and successes might Lave 
been president, but he got soured on one 
time and was no longer ambitious. 
As to Mr. Lincoln, I think the recollec­ 
tion too good to be lO't. It shows beyond 
a doubt the native simplicity and humility 
of the mao, and he who has these in hts 
soul as virtues, it is safe to say has all the 
rest.”

You come round when I’m sober and 
IM give you a a ber check.” “ When de 
you think you’ll be sober enougn f«*r 
that ?” inquired the astonished Chicagoan. 
“That’s hard to tell just now. but unless I
